Fefugees are now in dire need of such help more than from the past.

After more than 15 years of services, most of the agencies have 
either reduced the relief activities or almost closed. As far as 
the number of refugees are concerned, that is even more than before 
or equal as earlier. The families who have retuned to their 
homeland, according to the papers of the concerned agencies, may 
not correct or they have probably come back due to the current 
s i t ua t i on i n A f ghan i st an .
